REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the known 
prior art fails to disclose a method of controlling a detonator, the detonator comprising 
an energy storage device, an energy discharge circuit and a control unit; the method 
including the step of arming the detonator, and, if an arm-hold signal is not received by 
the detonator within a predetermined period after arming the detonator, the step of 
using the control unit of the detonator to enable the energy discharge circuit to cause 
energy to be discharged from the storage device and place the detonator in a known 
safe state, the arm-hold signal , if received by the detonator, causing the timing of the 
predetermined period to be recommenced and generated at regular defined intervals . 
Such a method of controlling the detonator allows the time during which the detonator 
can remain in the armed condition to be safely extended.
